Ballot measure would change 





control of supervisors’ salary

San Bernardino County voters will 
cast ballots June 6 on the touchy 
issue of regulating future salary 
increases for members of the county 
Board of Supervisors. 

Measure A — proposed Charter 
Amendment 30 for the county — was 
approved for the ballot by the 
supervisors earlier this year, but the 
issue dates back to 1976 when the 
board passed an almost 40 percent 
pay increase and then rescinded the 
action after public outcry. 

Current salary of the supervisors 
is $24,844. 

The measure requires a majority 
vote in favor for passage and would 
provide a two - part procedure for 
setting supervisors’ salaries. 

In June 1978 and in June of odd - 
numbered years thereafter, any 
salary increase would be limited to 
the annual increase in the 
Consumer Price Index for the area 
or 7 percent, whichever figure is 
lower. 

The proposal would require a 
grand jury review of the appropriate 
figure before the supervisors could 
approve any pay increase. 

In 1980 and following even - 
numbered years, supervisors would 
be required to request the grand 
jury to make a comprehensive 
review of the salaries, including the 
Consumer Price Index and other 
factors, before voting on an 
increase. 

Any salary increase in excess of 
the amount recommended by the 
grand jury or above 12 percent 
would require approval by four of 


Council supports neighborhood 
opposition to elementary school 


After hearing residents’ concerns 
about potential noise and traffic 
problems, the Upland City Council 
rejected plans Monday night for a 
small private elementary school at 
the southwest corner of Seventh 
Street and Sultana Avenue. 

The request for a conditional - use 
permit for Booksbury School was 
denied on a 3-2 vote. Mayor Pro Tem 
John McCarthy, Councilwoman Ina 
Petokas and Councilman Bill Bottin 
voted for denial. 

One resident of the area, Sharon 
Hubert, noted the proposed school 
site was surrounded by residential 
property, most of it single - family 
homes. 


While saying noise from the 
school, particularly its playgrounds, 
was residents’ major concern, she 
also stressed the amount of traffic 
the school would generate. 

Referring to Seventh Street, Mrs. 
Hubert said, ‘‘I literally sprint 
across the street every time I have 
to cross it.”’ 

Another resident, John Nylander, 
said the noise from the playgrounds 
would create an ‘‘unpleasant 
atmosphere for residents.” 

Mrs. Hubert pointed out that 
Booksbury School already operates 
nearby facilities at 965 E. Sixth St., 
Ontario, and said Upland residents 
could send their children there.

The Planning Commission 
approved the request for a 
conditional - use permit April 27 ona 
7-0 vote. Petitions signed by 168 
residents in favor of the school at 
the site and 35 opposed were 
submitted to the commission. 


McColl pointed out he had 
expanded the proposed school site a 
total of 45,000 square feet over two 
previous requests for conditional - 
use permits, both of which were 
denied by the Planning Commission 
due to on - site parking and 
circulation problems. 


Enrollment at the school would 
not have exceed 100 pupils in grades 
kindergarten - sixth. Mrs. Petokas 
noted McColl owned adjoining land 
and might later apply for expansion 
of facilities. 


Despite additional requirement 
for walls the council suggested, 
McCarthy said, ‘‘I just can’t in good 
conscience support the motion.” 

He singled out future traffic 
problems in stating his opposition.

Pet owners will tell you animals 
are like people. Dr. Frank Del 
Greco would add that like people, 
animals don’t always get sick or 
injured during convenient hours. 

Del Greco and Dr. K. Patrick 
Rains staff the Emergency Pet 
Clinic of Pomona Valley, 8980 
Benson Ave., Montclair. The clinic 
— a cooperative venture run by 17 
veterinary hospitals in the West End 
and eastern Los Angles County — 
provides emergency medical care 
for pets 6 p.m. - 8 a.m. weekdays 
and all-day Saturday, Sunday and 
holidays. 

Del Greco explained that the 
clinic, with the 17 daytime pet 
hospitals, offers 24 - hour service to 
pet owners. 

He added that he and Rains split 
the night shifts and weekend duty so 
that other veterinarians can have a 
“normal family life.’’ 

Referring to the book by James 
Harriot Del Greco said, ‘‘The 
romanticism in All Creatures Great 
and Small gets old very quickly 
when you’re constantly on call.” 

Pet owners who bring their 
animals to the pet clinic at night 
pick them up the next day for 
extended treatment or follow - up 
care with their regular 
veterinarians, he added. 

“Whenever they’re closed, we’re 
open.” 
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the five supervisors and a majority 
of county voters in a referendum 
election. 

The proposed charter amendment 
also stipulates that the office would 
be the primary occupation of the 
supervisors and requires an average 
of at least 40 hours a week devoted 
to the office to receive full - time 
compensation. 

Earlier this month the county 
grand jury came out in opposition to 
Measure A, saying the proposal 
allows for generous increases. 

A report drafted by the grand 
jury’s administrative committee 
and approved by the grand jury as a 
whole states, ‘‘This amendment 
implies a limitation of salary 
increases to be controlled by future 
grand juries. The use of the grand 
jury to monitor the proper 
application of a formula scarcely 
represents a strict limitation of 
Board of Supervisors salaries.” 

The grand jury pointed out the 
supervisors’ base salary of $24,844 
does not include $7,525, or ‘30.3 
percent of the salary, in fringe 
benefits. 

“It must be noted that fringe 
benefits can be increased at the will 
of the Board of Supervisors, 
regardless of the outcome of 
Charter Amendment 30,” the report 
says.

of five years, if this formula is 
applied, the ‘compounding effect’ 
could result in a base pay of 
$36,113,” plus the fringe benefits. 

Measure A has split citizeris’ 
groups along at least three lines. 
Taxpayers for Responsible 
Government, which provided the 
ballot argument in favor of the 
measure, says the proposal would 
place ‘‘strict limits” on the salaries. 

“This change will not eliminate 
pay raises for our Board of Super- 
visors; however, it will protect the 
taxpayers against unreasonably 
high salary increases.” 

Another organization, Citizens for 
Better Government, on the ballot 
argues against Measure A, stating, 
“This charter amendment would 
clamp a tight lid on supervisors’ 
salaries.” 


Sandra Cobb, president of the 
group, argued the county employs 
more than 7,000 persons and has a 
budget of more than $300 million. 
“This is a big business and the 
supervisors deserve decent pay.” 


A third group, Concerned Citizens 
of San Bernardino County, is 
gathering signatures in hopes of 
qualifying a measure for the 
November ballot that would require 
voters’ approval of all salary 
increases for elected county 
officials, including supervisors. 


emergency pet care. Seventeen animal hospitals 


Clinic an answer to ‘after hours’ problems 


provides emergency aid for pets 





Del Greco said the concept for 
emergency pet clinics began about 
five years ago in Southern California 
and the Pomona Valley facility was 
started in 1974 by 16 of current 17 
member hospitals. 


‘‘Almost every metropolitan area 
in the state has them,’’ he 
commented. 


Del Greco said animals do not 
always show nor owners notice signs 
of illness or injury during daytime. 
Business is heavier during the 
summer, when pets are more likely 
to be outdoors at night, he added. 


Traffic accidents cause a large 
share of the injuries treated at the 
emergency clinic, Del Greco 
pointed out. 

He noted a current seasonal 
concern is poisoning of animals that 
eat snail bait used in spring 
plantings. Del Greco said the clinic 
gets an increase of deliberate 
poisonings during summer months. 

‘‘We never know what’s going to 
come in the door,” Del Greco said, 
adding there may be no cases one 
minute and ‘‘we may have our hands 
full the next.” 

Many of the 400 cases the clinic 
handles each month come in 
Sundays, he said. 

Del Greco explained the clinic 
provides a complete written history 
of the animal’s illness or injury and 
treatment, along with any X - rays 
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taken, for the owner to take to 
daytime veterinarians. 


He added the $20 examination fee 
for the emergency service is slightly 
higher than the charge by regular 
veterinarians. Other fees are 
comparable to daytime charges, Del 
Greco said. 


The Pomona Valley pet clinic 
performs no vaccinations or 
elective surgeries, such as spaying 
and neutering. 


Pet owners learn about the 
emergency service from a 
veterinarian phone exchange 
referring them to the clinic, the 
phone directory or friends who have 
used the service, he said. 

Veterinarians also advise their 
customers about the clinic during 
daytime office visits, Del Greco 
added. 

With the exception of vaccinations 
and elective surgeries, he explained, 
the clinic offers the same services 
as daytime pet hospitals. 

Del Greco, an Upland resident and 
a veterinarian for 11 years, said the 
emergency clinics are usually 
staffed by young veterinarians who 
have the necessary experience but 
have not started their own 
practices. 

He added that he finds the work 
exciting and educational. Del Greco 
said he has worked at the clinic one 
year and plans to continue until

determining the type of practice he 
would like to start. 


Owner negligence accounts for 
many of the cases Del Greco sees. 


“The majority of our work could 
be prevented by owner 
responsibility to the welfare of their 
pet,’’ he commented. 


Vaccinations, proper caré; 
feeding and confinement and 
observance of leash laws contribute 
to pet health, he said. 


Del Greco added that owners 
should be aware of their pets’ 
condition on an ‘“‘hourly basis,” 
rather than from day to day or week 
to week. 


Owner ignorance also can be 
damaging to an animal’s health. 


‘Tf people are ignorant about their 
own health, you wouldn’t believé 
how ignorant they are about their 
animals’ health.” oy 


Myths about animal health 
continue to circulate, he said. Del 
Greco pointed out some people still 
believe only puppies and kittens 
require distemper shots. 


Genrally, he said, owners should 
apply common sense and what 
principles they know about human 
health toward good animal care “in 
lieu of actual knowledge.”

Local history 
highlights fiesta 


Despite the disparity in 
their ages, 33 - year - old 
Jim Frost, mayor of 
Rancho Cucamonga, and 
author Esther Boulton 
Black, 75, share an interest 
in local history 

Frost is scheduled to 
present a certificate of 
commendation from the 
American Association for 
State and Local History to 
Mrs. Black during the sixth 
annual fiesta at Casa de 
Rancho Cucamonga, 7869 
Vineyard Ave. 

The fiesta will run noon-4 
p.m. Sunday and honors the 
site of of the first school 
established by San 
Bernardino County in the 
West End. The school, 
designated Oct. 3, 1870, held 
classes in the southwest 
room of the home built by 
John Rains in 1860. 

The Rains’ House is now a 
county museum and listed 
on the National Register of 
Historic Landmarks. 

Mrs. Black is the author 
of ‘Stories of Old Upland” 
and “‘Rancho Cucamonga 
and Dona Merced,’ which 
received a national award 
last year for best research 
book. 

She has also presented 
many slide programs on 





history from San 
Bernardino to Pasadena 
and Orange County as well. 

Frost has deep roots in 
Etiwanda. His great 
grandfather, George Frost, 
came to Etiwanda from 
Canada in 1882 when the 
Chaffey Brothers, also from 
Canada, were beginning 
their first successful 2,500 - 
acre irrigation project 
there 


John Frost, grandfather 
of the mayor, and his 
brother, Will, a postmaster, 
operated a popular general 
store for 45 years during 
these early days. 


John Frost and his wife, 
the former Jessie Morris, 
were active members of the 
Etiwanda Congregational 
Church for many years. 
Jessie Frost, 93, was an 
honored guest at the 85th 
anniversary celebration 
held April 30 at the church, 
built in 1883. 

The mavor and his wife, 
Gwin, live in the home John 
and Jessie Frost had built in 
1905. Frost’s grandparents 
celebrated their 66th 
anniversary at home in 
1971. John Frost died the

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Trustees reject plan 
to shift school lines 


Chaffey Joint Union High School 
District administration will head 
back to the drawing board this week 
to quickly develop a new plan for 
shifting high school attendance 
boundaries. 

Trustees Monday rejected a 
boundary plan they had been 
considering during the past two 
weeks that would have placed the 
burden of the change on new 
students entering the district. 

Instead, the board directed 
Superintendent Mike Dirksen to 
design an alternative which would 
insure the impact of overcrowding 
would be felt by all segments of the 
community. The plan may include 
boundary changes at all five district 


District sees 
record budget 


A record $28.7 million preliminary 
budget for the 1978-79 school year 
that guarantees a reduction in local 
property taxes was reviewed Mon- 
day by the Chaffey Joint Union High 
School District Board of Trustees. 

The $28,727,091 spending plan, 
which shows an increase of about 
$859,000 over this year’s budget, 
represents a 3 percent increase over 
current year spending. 

Effects of the controversial 
Proposition 13 tax limitation in- 
itiative were not considered in 
preparation of the preliminary 
budget, according to Russell Dickin- 
son, assistant superintendent of 
business services. 

Incorporated into the 1978-79 
budget, however, were reductions in 
school allocations of $254,820, 
transportation, $115,900, 
maintenance department, $271,200, 
and miscellaneous, $55,500. 

Despite the cuts, the deficit 
budget shows the district will spend 
more than it will receive in income 
during the coming year, forcing it to 
again dip into money carried over 
from a previous year. 

Under the income column, the 
board expects to receive $709,670 in 
federal income, $12,433,557 in state 
aid, $96,445 from San Bernardino 
County and $13,198,522 in local tax 
money. 

The budget represents more than 
a $2.5 million. increase in state 
money under Assembly Bill 65, 
which forces wealthy districts to 
share their funds with poorer dis- 
tricts such as Chaffey.

high schools, trustees said. 

Boundary shifts are necessary to 
alleviate overcrowding at Alta 
Loma High School in Rancho 
Cucamonga where students are 
presently on an extended-day 
schedule and where housing 
construction continues to boom. 

The plan rejected by trustees 
Monday would have cut a corridor 
through the present Alta Loma 
attendance area, sending new 
students living within that area to 
Ontario High next fall. All students 
presently enrolled at Alta Loma 
would have remained at the school 
in September. 

The corridor plan was prepared in 
response to parents in the Alta 
Loma area who had urged the board 
not to move their children and 
suggested the brunt of the problem 
should be borne by new residents. 

But the board Monday became 
concerned about its ‘‘credibility”’ 
and the warnings it made earlier 
this year that a massive boundary 
shift would be forthcoming if the tax 
increase election to build a new high 
school failed. Voters turned down 
the proposal in March. 

Trustee Charles Uhalley said he 
felt the corridor proposal ‘‘short- 
changed’’ students who would 
remain at Alta Loma High and 
continue on extended-day schedules 
next year. He said those students 
would not receive the same quality 
of education as those who attended 
other district high schools. 

‘“‘The four other high schools are 
below capacity and are not sharing 
in this burden the Alta Loma 
campus will have to endure,” 
Uhalley noted. 

The board will lose credibility, 
Uhalley said, if it backs off on its 
pre-election promise of major 
boundary realignments. 

Trustee Jac Carnine admitted he 
shared some of Uhalley’s concerns, 
but said his major reason for 
opposing the plan under 
consideration Monday was the fact 
that it created a corridor through 
the Alta Loma district. 

Noting a lack of public confidence 
in government officials, Trustee 
Ray Sarrio also cautioned the board 
would lose credibility with the 
corridor plan. 

‘The problem is that from the day 
this was presented we took the 
position there would be major 
redistricting and now we've found a 
way to avoid that,’’ Sarrio said. 

Sarrio said he believed all district 
schools should share in the problem. 





Trustee Martha Chapman, 
however, said the board would not 
lose face.with its decision to create 
the corridor because facts have 
changed since the election. She 
noted the board must be concerned 
about the financial aspects of 
boundary shifts. 

Two community members, 
Curtiss Bonneville and Lilas 
McPhearson, both former 
members of the school committee 
which recommended March’s bond 
measure, supported major changes 
in attendance boundaries and 
reminded the board its committee 
had made that same recommenda- 
tion. 

Bonneville charged the quality of 
education at Alta Loma High was 
lacking because of the extended-day 
schedule and urged the board not to 
continue that program next year. 

In addition to an alternative plan, 
trustees asked Dirksen to also 
complete a financial comparison. 
Finances, they said, would play an 
important part in making their final 
decision. 

The board will gather for a special 
meeting Monday night to make a 
decision on the boundary changes 
Dirksen urged the special meeting, 
explaining the district must begin to 
quickly plan for next year. 

In a related matter, the board 
instructed Dirksen to prepare a 
proposal for a new tax-increase 
election to provide money to build a 
new high school in Rancho 
Cucamonga and_ remodel 
classrooms at Chaffey High. 

The majority of the board 
appeared in favor of placing such a 
bond issue on the November ballot 

Dirksen suggested the cost of the 
new school can be reduced from 
about $19 million to about $17.5 
million with the deletion of an 
auditorium and football stadium. 
The board was undecided whether 
they wished to pursue that 
possibility. 

The boundary proposal rejected 
by the board would have established 
a corridor using the western 
Etiwanda Elementary School 
District boundary as its eastern 
boundary and including several of 
the area’s new housing tracts. 

It would have resulted in Alta 
Loma housing approximately 2,600 
students in the fall 

The new plan Dirksen will submit 
Monday will limit enrollment at 
Alta Loma High School to about 
2,000 students and place the school 
back on a six-period-day schedule.

The notices that tell what a piece of property is valued 
at and the assessment on which property taxes are based 
won’t be sent to San Bernardino County homeowners un- 
til after the June 6 primary. 

But County Assessor Robert J. Herbin says he and his 
colleagues throughout California aren’t trying to in- 
fluence voters’ decisions on two rival property tax relief 
measures — Proposition 8 and Proposition 13. 

“Until they know what to put on the notices,” the 
state’s assessors would be wasting time and money at 
this point, Herbin said in an interview last week. 

If Proposition 13 passes, the information that would be 
required on the notices would differ from that furnished 
under the presefit system, Herbin said. 

Even voter approval of Proposition 8 (which depends 
upon defeat of Proposition 3) would require some 


changes on the notices, he said. 
Since it costs his ottice an estimated $50,000 to $60,000 


to mail the 400,000 property appraisal notices in San Ber- 
nardino County, Herbin says it makes sense to send them 
only once. 

“And until the voters decide which way to go,”’ Herbin 
said, his office will wait until after the primary for the 
mailing. (Last year the notices were mailed in the first 
week of June. 

By withholding the notices, ‘‘some imply we're trying 
to defeat Proposition 13, and that’s not so,’’ Herbin said.

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Calico clues tantalize 


“Archeologists spend their lives 
digging into the past so they can 
learn the truth about yesterday and 
better understand tomorrow,” ex- 
plained American archeologist Dee 
Simpson. 

A long-time associate of world- 
famous archeologist Dr. L. S. B. 
Leakey, Miss Simpson is the San 
Bernardino County archeologist. 
She is also curator of archeology at 
the San Bernardino County 
Museum. ‘‘If you don’t care about 
the truth of the past, you really don’t 
care about humanity of the present 
or generations of the future,” she 
explained. 

Miss Simpson’s work during the 
past 14 years has been concentrated 
at the Calico Early Man Site located 
just off Interstate 15 near Barstow. 

There she, Dr. Leakey and a small 
crew of archeologists found the 
earliest evidence of man yet dis- 
covered in North America. This 
evidence includes stone artifacts, 
chipping waste and a fire hearth. 


Leakey died in 1972. Since his 
death there has been no funding for 
further excavation at the site. But 
the San Bernardino County Regional 
Parks program has allowed Miss 
Simpson to keep the project intact 
and continue weekend exploration 
by both professional and student 
archeologists. 


Hundreds of stone tools were 
found at the site, yet even after the 
fire hearth was discovered. scien- 
tists around the world refused to 
acknowledge Calico’s importance, 
claiming that no bones had been 


found to substantiate Leakey’s 
stand 


Leakey did not live to see his fin- 
dings verified by technological ad- 


vances like microanalysis of stone 
tools to determine the presence of 
wear patterns. 

Since his death these tests have 
been run and found to be positive. 
confirming that the tools were used 
by man, Miss Simpson said. 

Today, the dig is open to the public 
Wednesday through Sunday. Park 
ranger and archeologist Fred 
Budinger conducts visitors on a full - 
scale tour of the dig every half hour 
between 8:30 a.m. and 3:30 p.m. 
Group tours can be arranged by call- 
ing the parks department at 383- 
1912. 

Often, visitors can witness digging 
in progress. Professionals continue 
to excavate the two main pits while 
students work above the ground in 
another pit. 

Miss Simpson hopes skeletal 
remains of early dwellers some day 
will be found at Calico or a similar 
site nearby. For, although the tools 
give archeologists clues about the 
habits and cultural traits of early 
man in North America, only bones 
and teeth can fill in many of the mis- 
sing blanks. 

Money for further excavation is 
needed. Donations are accepted at 
the county museum or the regional 
parks department if gifts are ear- 
marked for the Calico excavations 


Money is also needed for analysis 
and laboratory work. an area where 
costs are high but the benefits 
tremendous in determining the age 
of the site and the use of tools found 
there, Miss Simpson explained 


— It is the first site in America 
where archeologists have proof of a 
paleolithic type of stone tool com- 
plex excavated from a deep deposit 


— It was the only excavation in

America with which Dr. Leakey was 
associated 

— It is a pilot project to which 
other excavators can look. Dr. 
Leakey said, ‘‘It will not long be the 
oldest site in America. but it will 
always be the first.” 

Since tests have demonstrated 
that the tools were used by early 
man, the archeologists studying at 
Calico have also been able to con- 
template the type of man who roam- 
ed the desert regions. 

“They were probably Homo 
sapiens, though non-Indian. They 
may have been Homo erectus,” 
Miss Simpson described. 

“We are still in infancy in our 
study of early man. We will know 
more about the people if we can 
more specifically determine the 
age.’ she added 

The chance of locating bones at 
the site is slim. “‘Chances of burial 
on an alluvial fan are slight and the 


_lime content of the soil is high,”’ she 


said. ‘‘But while bones are 
destroyed by lime in the soil, teeth 
are not.” 

‘Seldom have we had workers out 
there without an important find be- 
ing uncovered. There are no 
limitations on the site’s potential,” 
she said. 

“With proper funding. the dig 
could be enlarged to 100 by 200 
feet.’ Miss Simpson said. “If we 
had 10 to 12 people on an on-going 
crew. it would take about five years 
to get the job done right, depending 
on what we found. If we had another 
five vears like we did between 1964 
and 1969, we could get a tremendous 
amount of additional information 
and two to three years of good 
strong funding in the laboratory 
would give us a great deal more in- 
formation.”’ she said

Association of Realtors re- 
cent. legislative conference 
in Washington, D.C., Rep 
Les AuCoin (D-Ore. ), chair- 
man of the House Task 
Force on Home Ownership, 
explained that a con- 
siderable portion of the in- 
crease is due to governmen- 
tal over - regulation and to 
the public’s demand for 
larger homes with more 
amenities 

AuCoin noted that a great 
deal of publicity has been 
given to the fact that hous- 
ing costs rose 67 percent 
between 1969 and 1976, 
while general price in- 
creases for the rest of the 
economy was only 38 per- 
gent. 

» But, if over - regulation 
and added demands for 
“more house’’ are taken 
into consideration, the ac- 
tual inflation rate from 1970 
- 76 would be 48 percent — 
only 10 percent greater than 
the general increase, and

A study recently com- 
pleted by George Sternlieb, 
a Rutgers University 
professor, points to just 
such regulations and con-

Sternlieb cited the exam- 
ple of prohibiting the bur- 
ning of vegetation to clear 
land, instead requiring 
developers to use bulldozers 
and to haul debris 

Sternlieb’s study showed 
that the air quality of subur- 
ban areas is more affected 
by the pollution caused by 
industry in surrounding 
areas than by burning. For

AuCoin called attention to 
the public’s demands for 
more house, noting that the 
size has grown appreciably 
in just the past few years. 
(The national association’s 
department of economics 
and research reported that 
the average home has in- 
creased by more than 15 
percent) 

Others who spoke at the 
legislative conference noted 
that the public is ‘‘in 
different’’ to factors that 
have caused an increase in 
home costs. They may be 
vaguely aware of these 
things, the speakers in- 
dicated, but do not speak 
out against them. 

Examples cited by the 
speakers included the 
depleting a few years ago of 
American lumber by the 
Japanese housing market, 
causing a rise in prices 
here, and instances where 
building material suppliers 
indiscriminately raised 
prices with no apparent 
justification for doing so

Maddy assesses primary

Fresno Assemblyman Ken Maddy 
believes Democratic Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. can be beaten in 
November — but he doesn’t believe 
his chief rival for the Republican 
nomination will be the one to do it. 

Maddy stopped short Friday of 
labeling former Los Angeles Police 
Chief Edward M. Davis as the 
“can’t win’ candidate, but said ‘‘he 
would have great difficulty.” 

‘‘He’s perceived by the voters as 
the most extreme of the Republican 
.candidates,’’ Maddy said while in 
Ontario.

Davis’ conservative stands could 
win him the Republican nomination 
June 6 but at the expense of 
alienating the Democratic and in- 
dependent voters a Republican will 
need to defeat Brown, Maddy said. 

Maddy made his comments in an 
interview and in a 30-minute 
appearance at the Ontario Chamber 
of Commerce. He was scheduled to 
speak at a fund-raising dinner Fri- 
day in San Bernardino. 


Maddy, who will turn 44 later this 
month, was first elected to the 
Assembly in 1970 from a district 
with a heavily Democratic registra- 
tion. 

He cites that as evidence he alone 
can draw enough Democratic and 
independent voters to defeat Brown. 

Without a personable candidate 
who will attract more voters to the 
Republican Party, Maddy said, the 
party will never be able to revitalize 
itself. 

Maddy believes Brown's 
phenomenal popularity early in his 
term faded ‘‘when people compared 
his rhetoric with his actions.” 

In what is shaping up as a stan- 
dard Republican line of attack in the 
fall, Maddy criticized Brown's 
stands on energy and economic 
issues. 

Among business leaders, Maddy 
asserted, ‘California is viewed to- 
day as a bad place to be.” 

Although Brown has praised the 
state's economy as strong, ‘‘that is 
because of the investments made 
several years ago ... and the capital 
investment we make today provides 
the jobs for tomorrow,’ Maddy 
said 

Contrary to the governor's 
arguments, Maddy said, the Brown 
administration actually discourages 
business expansion in California 

‘That's reflected in his ap- 
pointees. They have one sort of 
philosophy and that’s anti- 
establishment. They're dealing with 
the issues they've been fighting for 
years,’ Maddy said. 

Maddy restated his opposition to 
Proposition 13, the initiative that 
would limit property taxes to 1 per- 
cent of the market value of all 
property, based on 1975-76 ap- 
praisals. 

“It’s not a reasonable solution to

what the people really want, and 
that’s to limit the growth of 
government,” he declared. 

Maddy and San Diego Mayor Pete 
Wilson are the only Republican can- 
didates who oppose Proposition 13. 

Maddy said that as an alternative, 
he favors limits on state govern- 
ment spending and the income local 
governments can collect in property 
taxes. Both limits would be tied to 
the annual growth in personal in- 
come statewide. 

He said he understands the 
message supporters of Proposition 
13 are trying to send to the 
Legislature and the governor. 

“But I can’t remain credible’ if 
he supported Proposition 13, he add- 
ed. 

If the state Legislature is asked to 
replace some of the estimated $7 
billion that would be lost to local 
governments by passage of Proposi- 
tion 13, ‘‘you’re not going to get 
anything back ... that you won't pay 
a price for,’’ Maddy said 

Maddy said he felt state govern- 
ment would assume more control as 
it supplied more money to local 
governments. 

Furthermore, since much of that 
money would be raised through 
higher sales and income taxes, 
“what will happen in the next (tax- 
payers’) revolt?” he asked 

Maddy spoke at length about the 
criminal justice system. He is chair- 
man of the Assembly Criminal 
Justice Committee. 

Because of the state’s new law 
requiring fixed terms for those con- 
victed of serious crimes, ‘‘judges 
are toughening up,’ Maddy said 

Responding to an assertion that 
state prisons are ‘‘country clubs,” 
Maddy said, ‘‘I have visited most of 
them, and I can assure you I would 
not want to spend a night there — 
they're not pleasant places.” 

Although prisons are costly, 
“there’s a price tag that has to be 
met.”’ he said 

“Yet we can’t keep on building 
more prisons,’’ Maddy said in defen- 
ding rehabilitation efforts. 

He said the state isnt 
enough to focus on younger 
criminals, ones most likely to 
repeat their offenses, and pledged a 
more vigorous effort in juvenile 
justice.

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A Woman Ought To Know 





Birth time covered 
by disability benefits 


D. G. of San Luis Obispo 
writes: I'll have to go back 
to my job as soon as 
possible after my baby is 
born to help support my 
family. What disability 
insurance is available to me 
as an employee in private 
industry before and after 
my baby’s birth? 


You’re in luck. In 
January, 1977 State 
Disability Insurance 
benefits which cover 


most employees in private 
industry — were extended 
to pregnant women. If your 
employer pays into this 
fund, you would be covered 
for a normal pregnancy 
three weeks prior to and 
three weeks immediately 
after birth 

The measure provides 
coverage for pregnant 
women for the first time 
Formerly, pregnancy was 
excluded from the State 
Disability Insurance Fund 
on the grounds that it was a 
voluntary condition not 
insurable in the same sense 
as an accident or illness. 
But many people felt this 
reason was not valid. After 
all, men and women could 
recover disability 
compensation for other 
conditions without regard to 
cost, whether or not they 
occurred involuntarily or 
were normal 

One company, for 
example, limited pregnancy 
coverage to $150 but made 
no similar cost restrictions 


for coverage of gender 
health operations of males, 
such as vasectomies and 
prostatectomies. Obviously 
a double standard was being 
applied to men and women 

In pregnancy there is 
always a period of time 
near the end of the term 
when a woman experiences 
a degree of disability which 
limits her usual activities 
So the new law provides for 
normal benefits limited to a 
maximum of six weeks. A 
physician is required to 
certify that the pregnancy 
is normal 

Most government 
employees, incidentally, 
are not covered under State 
Disability Insurance. State 
employees and some other 
workers are covered under 
other insurance plans. If 
you have questions about 
your coverage, call the 
nearest state disability 
insurance field office listed 
under your local California 
Employment Development 
Department office 

Incidentally, another 
measure now before a state 
senate committee would 
carry job protection for 
women during pregnancy 
one step further. AB 1960 
introduced by 
Assemblyman Howard 
Berman of Beverly Hills 
would prohibit 
discrimination in 
employment or promotion 
on the basis of a pregnancy, 
childbirth, or other related 
condition

Diet varies but nutrition important 


Each person’s life is a lit- 
tle different from the next 
person’s. Even children in 
the same classroom vary in 
their activity patterns — 
and two adults may not 
even be awake at the same 
times of day. 

Yet, those with normal 
good health should be 
nourishing their bodies with 
Similar nutrients. We may 
choose different foods to 
carry these nutrients — you 
may like tomato salad while 
I choose cole slaw — but we 
are both eating a salad 
which contains Vitamin C. 

Whether we're eating out 
or at home each of us must 
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plan his own nutritious 
meals, and sometimes this 
takes a bit of doing. For ex- 
ample, if you are anxious to 
keep your consumption of 
Saturated fat and 
cholesterol low, as 
recommended by the 
Senate Nutrition Com- 
mittee, follow this advice: 

Even in a fast food spot, 
remember that it’s best to 
eat only small amounts of 
fatty red meats — like 
hamburgers — and to stress 


lean cuts, plus veal, 
chicken, turkey and lean 
white fish. 


You should avoid butter 
and cream, and gravies and 


other sauces rich with 


saturated fat. 


If you find it difficult to 
get skim milk in the places 
you eat, substitute fruit 
juice or some other fat free 
beverage. Pick up skim 
milk at a food store and 
have it for a bedtime snack 
or at breakfast. 

Emphasize fruits and 
vegetables. A good rule of 
thumb is to eat at least 
three servings of vegetables 
or vegetable juices daily. 
Another good rule is to have 
fruit or fruit juice at every 
meal. 


4 final word: shy away 


from rich or gooey desserts 
when eating out. They are 
usually high in saturated 
fats and cholesterol-rich 
eggs. Fruit — fresh, canned 
or frozen — is an excellent 
choice. 


Whehter you eat dinner at 
six a.m. to ten p.m., in the 
most luxurious restaurant 
or from a brown bag, by 
yourself or with nine other 
people, it’s what you eat 
that counts.

Diarrhea can 
threaten life

To borrow a line from an 
old commercial, let’s talk 
about something that people 
don’t generally talk about — 
diarrhea in pets. It’s a 
problem that can affect 
almost any pet — young or 
old, fat or thin. Dog owners 
probably see it more often 
than those with other pets. 

Diarrhea is easly 
identified when the 
unfortunate victim passes 
frequent, loose bowel 
movements. It can be a 
brief period of discomfort 
lasting a day or less; or it 
can lats longer, causing life 
- threatening dehydration 

Some of the common 
causes of diarrhea in dogs 
include: simple upset 
stomach; an emotional 
disturbance; certain 
infections of the intestinal 


tract (worms or 
coccidiosis); and systemic 
disease (hepatitis, 


distemper). Because 
diarrhea is only a symptom 
of an underlying cause, dog 
Owners often are 
unsuccessful in treating it 
at home. They don’t 
investigate the root of the 
problem 


Simple diarrhea stops 
within 24 hours and is 
caused by a few basic 
factors — a new food, new 
home or nervous upset. 
Some dogs cannot tolerate 
horse meat, milk solids or 
other common ingredients 
of some prepared pet foods. 
They will develop diarrhea 
promptly after consuming 
foods with these 
ingredients. 

Dogs also develop 
diarrhea after sampling 
spoiled food they find 
outside the home. In these 
cases, treatment consists of 
a bland, starchy diet with 
some lean meat. However, 
if your pet continues to have 
frequent loose stools for 
more than a day, it’s time 
to call your veterinarian. 


Sometimes you don’t have 
the option of waiting a day 
to see how your pet 
responds to a bland diet 
Diarrhea in puppies or any 
very small dog is always a 
serious matter. These dogs 
don’t have the body mass to 
withstand large fluid losses. 
They may die after several 
hours of uncontrolled loose 
bowel movements. 


When you visit your 
veterinarian, he or she will

Still others teach swim- 
ming or music or tutor in 
school subjects. For the 
talented, there are always 
ways to make money. From 
New York's Central Park to 
small town squares, you can 
find young musicians, ar- 
tists, poets, jugglers and 
the like doing their thing 
and passing the hat.

Expect questions about the 
dog's most recent 
immunizations, last major 
disease, appetite, diet or 
behavior at home. The 
veterinarian may also ask 
for a stool sample 

The volume of the stool 
will aid in determining 
where the diarrhea 
originates, whether in the 
small intestine or 
another part of the 
digestive tract. The 
presence or absence of 
certain factors such as 
mucus or undigested food is 
another clue. 

Color also is important. 
Black feces may mean 
bleeding high in the 
stomach or small bowel; 
fresh blood may inicate an 
injury to the color or lower 
bowel. Gray, yellow or 
orange feces each indicate 
special digestive problems. 

These signs and others 
aid the veterinarian in 
diagnosing the cause of the 
diarrhea. Laboreatory tests 
may be needed, and yur pet 
might have to spend the 
night at the veterinary 
clnic 

Proper immunization and 
good sanitation will control 
a number of the major 


factors that contribute to’ 


diarrhea. Your veterinarian 
may also be able to 
prescribe sedatives for dogs 
that develop diarrhea as a 
reaction to stress or new 
surroundings

Be certain 
that you are using an ac- 
curate pool thermometer. A 
variance of 4 degrees (from 
78 degrees to 82 degrees) 
will use as much as 40 per- 
cent more natural gas. 

— Heat pools only during 
the summer swimming 
season. Heating a pool for 
three, rather than five, 
months will reduce gas con- 
sumption by an additional 
33 percent. 

— Mark the proper set- 
ting on your pool heater 
thermostat control and dis- 
courage further ad- 
justments. 

— Set your filter time

earlier than 6 a.m. during 
the pool heating season. 
This is the time when night- 
ly heat loss stabilizes. 

— For pools which have 
only weekend use, heater 
thermostat settings should 
be reduced by eight or 10 
degrees during the week. 
Thermostats should be 
reset to the 78 degree level 
before use. 

— During the winter and 
when on vacation for more 
than one week, turn off the 
pool heater, including the 
pilot light. Before relighting 
the pilot light and the 
heater, at the beginning of 
the swimming season, have 
a competent swimming pool 
heater technician inspect 
the heater and make any 
needed adjustments. 

— Shelter the pool where 
possible from prevailing 
winds by using weil trimm- 
ed hedges or other 
landscaping, cabanas or 
fencing as windbreaks. 

— Follow a regular 
program of preventive 
maintenance for pool 
heaters. An annual inspec- 
tio and de-liming of the heat 
exchanger when necessary 
will maintain heating ef- 
ficiency. 

Residential pool filter 
operating recommen- 
dations: 

— Reduce filter operating 
time to 4-5 hours per day 
during the summer and 2-3 
hours per day during the 
winter period. This will 
reduce annual electrical 
consumption by 40-50 per-

Health Tips 





Pinkeye often 
gone in a week 


Conjunctivitis (‘‘pink- 
eye’’) is an inflammation of 
the conjunctiva — the lining 
of the inside of the eyelids 
and white part of the globe. 
I is usually a childhood in- 
fection but can affect 
adults. One or both eyes 
may be involved at the 
same time or at different 
times. 

The most common cause 
of conjunctivitis is infection 
due to bacteria or viruses. 
The eyes are red and 
bloodshot in appearance, 
and the child usually com- 
plains of a feeling of sand or 
dirt in the eyes. The child 
may complain of a burning 
sensation and sensitivity to 
light. 

Because of excessive 
tearing, the eyelids are con- 
stantly wet and when the 
child awakens, the dis- 
charge usually has dried on 
the lashes causing them to 
stick togehter. Usually, 
there is no severe pain and 
vision is not affected. 


Allergies can produce a 
similar appearance, but in 
these cases there is also 


severe itching about the 
eyes. Irritation from 
chemicals — such as swim- 
ming pool chlorine — or 
from smoke can also 
produce a red eye and 
similar symptoms. 

Although pinkeye was 
once thought to. be highly 
contagious, it is only con- 
tagious when caused by a 
certain type of virus 
(adenovirus). Children 
generally need not be kept 
away from school because 
of fear of transmitting the 
disease. 

If a person has conjunc- 
tivitis, the eyes should be 
kept as clean as possible. 
Try to prevent the child 
from rubbing the eyes with 
dirty hands or a soiled 
handkerchief; both might 
produce more damage and 
further contaminate the 
eves.

Should water clarity in- 
dicate inadequate filtration, 
immedately oeprate the 
filter until acceptable water 
clarity has again been es- 
tablished. If additional 
filtration is still indicated, 
increase filter operating 
itme in one - half hour in- 
crements until water clari- 
ty is maintained. 

— Follow a regular 
program of preventive 
maintenance for pool pump 
and filter. Backwash or 
clean the filter as 
recommended by the 
manufacturer to obtain 
maximum efficiency. Max- 
imize water recirculation 
by removing foreign 
materials from the strainer 
baskets in the pump and 
skimmer regularly. 

— Run your system dur- 
ing off - peak hours, 
avoiding the noon-6 p.m. 
peak load hours in summer 
and 4-9 p.m. winter peak 
load hours. The best hours 
are 6 a.m.-noon. 

— When the pool is being 
heavily used, it is 
recommended that the pool 
be operated manually and 
that the filtration system be 
run under such conditions. 
Under no circumstances 
should the water quality of 
any swimming pool be so 
poor that the main drain 
cover is not clearly visible 
from the deck.

A towel moistened with 
warm water can be placed 
over the closed eyelids to 
help ‘‘melt’’ the dried 
secretion on the eyelid 
margins and make it easier 
for the eyes to be opened. A 
cotton tip applicator 
moistened in water may be 
used to clean the eyelid 
Margins, where the 
eyelashes are located. 


In most instances, ‘con- 
junctivitis is self - limited 
and clears within a week, 
but it is best to seek the help 
of a physician who can trest 
the condition with special 
antibiotic ointments or 
eyedrops. This is especially 
important if there is pain, 
decreased vision or failure 
to improve by the third day. 


If eyedrops or ointment 
are prescribed, be sure to 
dispose of the remainder 
when no longer needed 
because it is possible for the 
infection to be transmitted 
from one eye to another by 
the contaminated tip of the 
dropper or tube.

— Use a wall brush ana 
leaf skimmer frequently. 
Pool water conservation: 
— Install an evaporative 
pool cover and keep the pool 
covered whenever it is not 
in use. This prevents water 
evaporation and can save 
hundreds of gallons of 


water a month. The cover 
can also reduce heating 
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bills by preventing night 
heat loss and will save on 
chemicals too. 

Pool covers come in a 
wide range of types and 
costs. Consult your pool ser- 
vice company, builder or 
pool retail store. Make cer- 
tain that it fits properly. 
The cover is the number one 
water and fossil fuel conser- 
vation device. 

— Turn off the tile spray 
device on automatic pool 
cleaning equipment. A good 
deal of that spray 
evaporates before it hits the 
tile. Scale formation on tile 
is reduced when the spray is 
turned off. 

— Plug the overflow line 
when the pool is in use. 
Again, keep the pool water 
in the pool.

Most people backwash 
more frequently than 
necessary. This wastes 
water. Some pool filters do 
not have to be backwashed 
at all; they can be taken 
apart and cleaned, even 
though this process is less 
convenient. 

Pool chemicals 
recommendations: 

— Add chlorine during the 
evening hours whenever 
possible. With reduced 
filtration time, it is par- 
ticularly important to main- 
tain an adequate chlorine 
residual at all times. To do 
this on pools with erosion 
type chemical feeders, it 
may be necessary to supple- 
ment chlorine feeding by 
hand. 
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— Maintain pool pH 
between 7.2 and 7.6. 

— The pool should be in- 
itially treated with con- 
ditioner to achieve a 
minimum of 30 parts per 
million. 

Pool and patio lighting 
recommendations : 

— Eliminate or reduce 
the use of both pool and 
patio lighting used merely 
for atmosphere. However, 
lighting should always be 
used when required for 
safety — that is when peo- 
ple are in and around the 
pool.
